liavo help. Their own poor wople cannot 
nsalal them, and Ihclr present allowances 
will not enable tlicm lo pay for a suffici- 
ent amount of food io keep body and 
soul together at Its aavancod prlccu. 

On the whole, tho situation la ao affgra- 
vated that the Government asks for ns- 
Blatapce from outflldo charity. Amonc 
other reasons, wo hear that this rcQucat 
has been delayed from the natuml tear 
of tho different ABenclcii overlapping each 
other. With regard lo any assistance we 
render, wo will ace that thla docs not oc- 
cur. Fortunately. Commissioner Howard 
la In India, and has tho direction of the 
matter In hand. He will himseiC hitine 
or supcrvlac all the arranscracnta for the 
dlatrlbntlon of the help funded from thla 
country. But something must ho aonB, 
nnd dcno at once.

All His anyliiES arc Important, but on 
thiB oecaalor wo may expect the moat 
vitally Important truths to tromo from 

HiB farcer 1« almoHt iiiii ; the black 
waves of a worlds crimo and woo arc 
rtlrsady laHlilne at H(3 feot ; soon tbey 
will pasM over Him antj smother tilt 
mntchlcBB bpauty of the Purest and Fair- 
est beneath their mass of ugly Impurity, 

He seoB Ihe Btorm coming, and Ho la 
Just In the net of eommlttlng HIS ehargo 
over to tljo koeplne of HIb Father. In ilo- 
Ing this He aBkfl for them certain bloas- 
liiKS— blcsalnes which are absolutely es- 
sential to the existence of true, llvlnc, 
nghtlne. conquering Christianity, and Ho 
aakB for tlicno hlcsBlnBa, as v,-c bIviU soo 
later, that Uio world— that poor, Jarlt, be- 
nlEhted. sensual, devilish, hair-damncd 
world Hr has come to save— may BE- 
IJEVB. "and hcllcvlne, have llfo through 
His name." . , , , 

In the twentieth v^rae we read that He 
prays "not for these alone"— that Is, HIb 
Immediate dlBclples— "but for them also 
wblch shall bcllovo on Me tbrouch their 
word," and certainly *'thclr Bound boa 
Bono out Into ull ilie eanh. and their 
words unto the cnda ut the world." and 
wo. reader, have heard that sound, and 
believed, to the savlne of nur souls, and 
wOt as much ns thofle old disciples, nre the 
very Indlviduula for whom Ho prays this 
vitally important and all-comprehensive 
prayer, embracing as It does, not only 
ail cssentUlB for perft-ot Christian char- 
acter, but v/oria-wido conquest also, or, 
as we pay, "saved to save." 

There are Ave conditlons'for which Ho 
prnys, tlie HrBt of which Is 

Separation. 

He Bays, "I pray not thul Tlioa shuuldest 
take tliein out of tlia world, but that 
Thou Bhouldst hecp them from the evil." 
'ihe llrst and most ubaulutely euaenllal 
aualldcatlon for tho reception of either 
pardon or purity, or, Indeed, the receiv- 
ing of any blesslne from Qod, 1b separ- 
ation from evil, so tho Divine One here 
boelns at tho very root, and asks tor a 
clean, square separation, or hecplne from 
evil. 

Some seem to have miuunderatood this 
rjuuest, and to have fallen Into tho very 
mistake He prayed against, viz., the tak- 
ing out of tho world. They have shut 
tliemsotvcs up and kept thcmBclves from 
ilio world, as hermits and rccluaea, and 
have denied thomBClvCH the very (tlfta 
God sent for Ills glory In their uao, vainly 
hoping thereby to escape the evil. Let 
n-} one Imaglno that Christ JesuB intends 
nils. "I pray not that Thou ahouldest 
take them out of the world." Come thon, 
O ChrlBtians ! with your sanctinefl man- 
hood and womanhood, and like tho Christ 
you serve, carry tho fragrance of your 
Divine origin arid charBctci* where the 
v.orld'a stoneli of evil rci'liD tho rotlencat, 
for unlesfl you ssiuion tho hiid the fury 
or an oltcndcd Dolly will bnrst torih and 
censume. 

Tlio llrat part. Llion, of entire Honctin- 
eatlon, which Jobub Christ prays for and 
fraehr^H, la separation from all evil. Read- 
er. If you are not yet entirely sa,notined, 
lako now. In all sincerity, before God. 
this nrst initial step, walking in this light 
that now shines on you ; doln... ua tar 
as you know, and Ood will rovoal to you 
yot greater thinps ooneernlnp HIh will ; 
always remembering that you are not of 
tho world, even as Ho was not of the 
world, and you cnn no more participate In 
what IH of Die world than Ho could, 
while at the nnmc llmc it Is ahaollltely 
necessary thot yoii Hhould bo In It. 

Ho noxt tiraya. "Sanctify them." The 
meanli)^ of thiB word "siinelifj'," wo 
may Rather from tho nineteenth verun, 
where Ho HiiyH, "For ihelr HaUus 1 saneu- 
fy Myself." In HIa caso It certainly can- 
not mean the becoming pure, for no spray 
of dirt had over ilfMled tho Bpotlesa purity 
of Ilia chiirnntor ; itn mcunlne would 
more properly he expr'^Hsnrl In na as con- 
secrate— for their Hnkoa I conaccrato My- 
self ; that la, I consecrate Myself to the 
work of redemption, ^liat Ihcy also may 
bo conBccrated lo (he carrying out or 
My redemptive purposes. And yet "sanc- 
tify" Is a good and right word, for It murit 
have been associated in the minds of 
those Jews with the solzlng of tho spoil 
In the old wars, and the sotting apart 
or sanctifying to tho sci'vlco of Johovati, 
of tho vesHCIs hitherto used in tho pro- 
fane Bcrvfco of the heathen deities, which 
was precisely tho thing asked for hero— 
viz.. that these disciples should bo ttiKcn 
from every profane use, and should he 
aanetined, or Bct apart entirely for the 
ncrvloc of Jehovah, Therefore, the next 
CBsentlul In Christ's Christianity Is 



tboau llLtlo wurdti lu the uigliteenth verse 
—"as" and "even Bo." "As Thou"— tho 
Father— "hast sent Me"— tho Son- "Into 
the world, even so have I also sent them 
into the world.'' A moment's rellcetlon 
will Inform us how Christ was sent Into 
tho world ; He eamo for two purposes- 
to bo llrsi an example, and Ecct^ndly a 
Saviour. Ho was "the Light thai sliuno 
In darkness," although "the darkness 
comprehended It not." "Ho came not into 
tho world to eondomn the world, but that 
tho world throueh Him might bo saved," 
Now Ho declares that, as Ho was aont, 
even so Ho sends us ; therefore wo uro 
Urst to be examples. 

The world tukes i*fi moriels from 
amongst the noblest of Its sons, but here 
tho Lord Jesus speaks to us, perhaps the 
very poorest material out of which to 
mako modols or examples, and one can 
easily Imagine Bomo reader looking back- 
ward nt post falhirea nnd "crushing de- 
feats," and Inward at cver-varyliis and 



mlt thyself to Him, and It Is tho same 
Hand that traced the great nattern on 
tables of stone at SlnaL 

But we are to be examples and sav- 
iours. Tho holiness of muny seems to stop 
short midway between tlicso two. They 
have not seen that Jcsua Christ calls 
them to be soldiers as well as saints. The 
General, speaking on this matter, said, 
"Suppose, here, a burning house ; yon- 
der, Bt that window, lit up with the ruddy 
glow of the burning pile, aro men and 
women crying for help. Amidst the crasn 
of falling timbers you can hear iieoplc 
shriek ; but here cunius the lire cscipi-. 
See ! that man la on It. Ah ! now he Is 
in safety. A shout goes up from ih- 
crowd as he alcps forth unhurt. Now- 
fur tliusu who arc left 111 the biiniliie 
house ! Lot us ace them. 'Here, man, you 
are Just rescued ; help us save thcso !' 
cry his rescuerB, but ho sticks hla hands 
in his pockets and unconcernedly walks 
off, leaving the rest of the people in the 
burning house to tholr rale. He Is saved, 
but not a saviour. What a Himalayan 
liel^ht of meanness I" And yc?l. ala:; :

cisely so. until tho aEgresBlvoness of
